character  and  occi  pied  the  pulnit  of  a 
strong  congregatiot  in  the  second  largest 
and  most  importoi  t city  in  one  of  our 
southern  States.  1 was  visiting  socially 
a certain  gentleman  and  his  family,  a popu- 
lar and  quite  into  liget  physician  a .iew 
miles  out  of  town  it  a fine  country  nAgli- 
borho  >d  whose  wife  was  a member  <*£  the 
Mtthodist  church,  but  himself  of  none,  but 
reallv  skeptical  of  he  Bible  and  religion. 
In  the  course  of  ou  • conversation  lie  mcn- 
tionctl  sjieeificully  that  the  above  named 
prominent  and  rc(  resentative  Mctlu'dist 
preacher  had  been  < lit  t<>  visit  his  family

1 have  never  done 
either,  but  I do  not  condemn  such  action, 
but  what  1 am  trying  to  impress  is  that 
preachers  will  plan  and  canvass  and  elec 
tioneer  (or  have  some!  one  else  to  do  so 
and  then  claim  that  it  all  came  about  b\ 
the  leadings  of  Divine  Providence,  w hen  it 
fact  God  has  not  been  in  any  of  it.  so  fa 
is  any  one  knows,  what  I plead  for  is.  i 
God  is  to  lx*  regarded  as  directing  th 
preacher.  In  his  choice,  of  a field  and.  th 
church  in  its  choice  of  p pastor,  to  let  1 1 in 
run  it  anil  human  agency  just  stand  off. 
have  never  in  my  life  s|x*nf  a moment  i 
hunt  of  a field  of  labor  or  in  having  intli 
c-ntial  brethren  secure  one  for  me,  por  do 
ever  cxjxct  to  do  so.  Shojjld  1 ever  fail  t 
have  a field  of  labor  offered  me,  within 
any  solicitation  on  my  part,  I would  d 
eide  that  the  Lord  wanted  me  to  re> 
awile,  and  1 would  not  hesitate  to  folio 
some  business  avocation  of  life  to  gain  a 
support  for  myself  and  family  until. God  in 
, his  providence  ojiefied  up  (mother  field  f<  r 
me.  And  if  he  never  did,  1 would  take  t 
for  granted  that  mv  w -vrk  as  i minister  of 
the  gospel,  as  God  saw  it.  was  at  an  end. 

. Well  1 have  had  to  decide  after  some 
weeks  of  waiting  a^d  praying,  whether  I 
should  remain  in  mv  field  at  home,  accept 
. the  work  at  Gulfport  for  Adi  time  or  ta  ;c 
Gloster  and  Zion  Hill  each  fqr  half  time.
